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Paedophile jailed for string of attacks on young girls

A teenage victim of a Worcester Park paedophile has said 
she considered writing her attacker a letter in prison to 
tell him how angry she was that he took away her 
innocence. 

Mobility scooter repair man Michael Hopkins, 63, of 
Church Road, was sentenced on Friday to eight-and-a- 
half years in prison for a string of attacks on girls as 
young as six between 2002 and 2009. 

His victim, who cannot be named for legal reasons, said: 
“I do feel sorry for him because he is in there because of 
me, but I know it’s not my fault. He has just done so much 
to me. I feel so angry. I feel like my innocence was lost. I 
did think about writing him a letter but then I think he 
does not care.” 

The victims and their families broke down in loud sobs 
as the judge listed all 11 of his sexual and indecent 
crimes. 

The victim said: “I think about what happened every 
day. He took six years of my life and then three years for 
the court process. He didn’t even plead guilty. 

“I’m a very angry person. I can try to control it, but 
sometimes it just gets the best of me. I do feel like a weight 
has been lifted off my shoulder. It has been so hard.” 

The mother of one of the victims said: “The sentence is 
never going to be enough. You are talking about four chil¬ 
dren here. I hate his guts. He is where he is supposed to 
be. But it has taken three years to get here. 

“It is time for them to move forward and not let him 
steal any more of their lives or happiness. It is the end. 
We can put this behind us.” 

Detective Constable Virginia Condren from the 
Metropolitan Police child abuse investigation team said: 
“He was able to manipulate and control them for many 
years. He was able to instil fear and guilt into them all, 
thus ensuring his odious crimes went undiscovered.” 

During the trial, jurors heard Hopkins, a former em¬ 
ployee of Raynes Park-based company All Handling Mov- 
ability, was a heavy drinker and flirt who was hoping to 
groom children. 

Hopkins, a diabetic with high blood pressure, has been 
placed on the sex offenders register for life. 

In 2007 he was the good Samaritan who helped service 
and deliver a mobility scooter donated to a man whose old 
scooter was stolen.

“There’s a dearth of prop¬ 
erty, and even less of it is 
affordable.” 

Residents have until Octo¬ 
ber 11 to comment on the 
application.

Islamic community centre plan for former pub 


An abandoned Worcester 
Park pub that has been blight¬ 
ed with squatters for months 
could be turned into an Islam¬ 
ic community centre. 

A public consultation has 
been launched to convert the 
Worcester Park Tavern into a 
community centre for the 
Shia Ismaili community - a 
branch of Islam led by Prince 
Aga Khan. 


The group had been renting 
a school hall in Sheen for 25 
years, but has been looking 
for permanent base for activi¬ 
ties such as exercise classes, 
day clubs and a space for 
meditation. 

Members have proposed a 
small library on the Park Ter¬ 
race site, an activities area 
and a space for meditation, 
with the 54 car park spaces

said to be sufficient for the Is¬ 
maili families living in 
Worcester Park, Surbiton, 
Kingston and Wimbledon. 

Shaheen Virji, from the Is¬ 
maili community, said: “We 
want to make sure that the 
community, residents and 
businesses understand who 
we are and how we want to 
work with them and get their 
feedback. We want to give 
back to the community. 

“We don’t want to knock 
down the building. We want to 
keep it as it is because it is a 
great landmark. 

“What we would be doing is 
very minor internally. It 
would be simple with multi 
uses.” 

This sector of Islam is dif¬ 
ferent to the Ahle Sunnat Wal 
Jama’at group, which had its 
second application for a 
mosque at the old bank cham¬ 
bers in Green Lane 
rejected recently. 

The Ismaili group had a pro¬ 
posal to turn an empty office 
space into a community cen¬ 
tre in Hook rejected because 
of parking and traffic issues 


in March last year. 

There was also a Facebook 
group set up by English De¬ 
fence League member Peter 
Lynch to oppose the commu¬ 
nity centre. 

There are currently Ismaili 
community centres in Kens¬ 
ington, East Finchley, Croy¬ 
don and Hounslow that have 
hosted open art exhibitions, 
talks for the elderly by Age 
Concern and early childhood 
development discussions. 

Chessington councillor and 
Surrey Police assistant crime 
commissioner Shiraz Mirza, 
said: “People need to accept 
they are part of a social group 
- very humble and very edu¬ 
cated people. 

“This is not a mosque. It is 
no different from Raleigh 
House Centre [run by 
Kingston Age Concern] or MI- 
LAAP [a multi-cultural day 
centre in Kingston].” 

Consultation events are 
being held at the pub on Fri¬ 
day, October 11, from 7.30pm 
to 9.30pm, and on Saturday, 
October 12, from 10am to

time to avoid parking from the in¬ 
dustrial estate, which we are 
aware intrudes into the access 
route. 

“I would be grateful if you could 
ensure that no vehicles are 
parked on the access road. 

“This will allow the operation to 
be completed as quickly [sic] so 
that the yellow lines can be re¬ 
moved as soon as possible. 

“Please note, these yellow lines 
are valid and will be enforced 
if the delivery vehicles are 
obstructed.” 


The lines will be removed once 
deliveries have finished, he said.

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Stabbed teen robbers 
let down’ by council

Two teenagers who suffered seri¬ 
ous stab wounds after trying to rob 
a drug dealer were let down by 
authorities. 

A serious case review, pubbshed 
on October 2, outlines how police 
and social workers focused on 
“procedures not outcomes” for the 
boys, who had both been involved 
in previous criminal activity and 
had spent time in custody. 

The two teenagers tried to rob a 
drug dealer near Sir Francis Bark¬ 
er recreation ground in Chessing- 
ton on May 30 last year - hours 
after walking out of a courtroom 
with a community sentence for an¬ 
other offence. 

While the report said the inci¬ 
dent may have been unavoidable, it 
criticises the borough’s multi¬ 
agency working, which allowed 
the pair to each skip more than a 
year of school. 

It also said no one recognised 
“that the escalation of their crimi¬ 
nal activity could mean that they 
were at greater risk of significant 
harm”, and it questioned the effec¬ 
tiveness of the police’s missing 
person procedures and stop and 
search tactics. 

The pair - known as Tom and Vic 
- were stabbed during a fight in

Leatherhead Road on May 30,2012. 
A third person was also injured 
and all three were arrested. 

Tom and Vic later pleaded guilty 
to affray. 

A serious case review was agreed 
because Tom was living in foster 
care and there had been “intensive 
involvement by a number of agen¬ 
cies with both young men”. 

The report said: “It is not clear 
whether it was possible to prevent 
these young men from sustaining 
potentially life-threatening in¬ 
juries as they were both involved 
in risky antisocial behaviour and 
criminal activities and might not 
have ceased these activities. 

“The review has identified, how¬ 
ever, that professionals were insuf¬ 
ficiently aware of the implications 


of this behaviour and specifically 
did not identify that the escalation 
of their criminal activities could 
mean that they were at greater 
risk of significant harm.” 

It also called the failure 
to provide formal education to the 
teenagers “unacceptable”. 

Deborah Lightfoot, the new 
chairwoman of Kingston Local 
Safeguarding Children’s Board, 
which commissioned the report, 
said: “The events probably could 
not have been avoided, but there 
were significant issues for us to 
learn lessons from. 

“Professionals were not suffi¬ 
ciently aware of the implications 
of this antisocial behaviour. We 
were also looking at the individual 
and not looking at the impact of 
the two young men together. We 
are using this serious case 
review to ensure that across the 
local partnership the front line 
professionals are aware of these 
sorts of issues.” 

Kingston police’s new borough 
commander, Glen Tunstall, said: 
“Stop and search is an effective 
tool. Had we done one more stop 
and search before they got to that 
location we wouldn’t be here.” 

Sylvia Chew, head of social ser¬ 
vices, said: “The work we were 
doing wasn’t robust enough and 
that’s where we’re learning.”

The former Langley Park 
School for Boys sixth-form stu¬ 
dent is now about to start her 
second year studying English 
and French at Exeter University 


The majority of students at my sixth 
form decided not to participate. In 
fact, despite about 10 people being ini¬ 
tially interested, only two of us took 
part in the scheme the whole way 
through. 

Perhaps it was hearing the words 
“write eight articles”. 

Then my mathematical brain 
kicked in and I realised, “I can do one 
article a month”. Frankly, I reasoned 
even if I later found I could not do one 
article month, I could at least start. 

So, from somebody who has “been 


there, done that”, my first (and proba¬ 
bly only) piece of wisdom is to start 
and take it from there. You might love 
it. 

I wouldn’t say the scheme is easy, 
but it is not time-consuming or stren¬ 
uous.

Not knowing where to start is one of 
the first problems, so try to think of 
something you know a bit about al¬ 
ready and would feel comfortable 
writing about.

FEEL THE HEAT 


■hen you think about 
curry the first types 
that come to mind 
are Indian, Pakistani and 
probably Bengali so we have 
found some tasty alterna¬ 
tives for you to try, writes 
Jamie Henderson. 

The nation's obsession 
with curry began more than 
200 years ago, largely be¬ 
cause of the British Empire, 
but it really took off in the 
1970s once restaurants start¬ 
ed popping up all over the 
country. 

In 2013 however, there is a 
plethora of curries from all 
over the world available in 
the capital - you just have to 
dig a little deeper to find 
them. 

Some people will have ven¬ 
tured a bit deeper into this 
varied world and may have 
tried the aromatic Thai cur¬ 
ries whether it is the red, 
green or jungle version or 
the coconut-laced Sri 
Lankan equivalents. 

A few more people will 
have sampled the lean and 
tender Caribbean goat and 
mutton curries, the slightly 
milder Japanese kare or , 
katsu, or the fresh and fiery | 
Malaysian rendang. 


Koreans also eat a curry 
dish called Ka-rae and is 
similar to the Japanese ver¬ 
sion, only slightly hotter. 

In Vietnam, curry is called 
ca ri, and similar to its 
south-east Asian cousins 
features coconut milk. 

Rarer still is the tradition¬ 
al South African 
dish called 
Bunny 
Chow, free 
of rabbit, 
but 

served by 
hollowing 
out a loaf 
and filling 
with curried 
meats. 

Elsewhere, in 
the Philippines, a 
favourite is tiyula 
itum, which is a 
beef curry 
blackened with 
burned coconut- 
meat powder.

/ n edgy American sport 
^ that made a revival in 
2001 is growing rapidly 
in the UK, writes Amy Dyduch. 

Roller derby, the hip-shov¬ 
ing, thigh-busting all-female 
sport on roller skates, is some¬ 
thing of an underground phe¬ 
nomenon, but it is beginning 
to make its mark on the sports 
scene. 

This was helped 
by the 2011 world 
cup in which 
Team USA fended 
off the competition 
to be crowned 
champions. 

The initial idea for 
roller derby was sparked 
in the late 1920s when 
movie theatre operator Leo 
Seltzer discovered an event 
called the walkathon in 
Portland, Oregon. 

He decided to create the 
walkathon on roller skates, 
whereby a man and a woman 
would take turns to skate con¬ 
tinuously from 9am until mid¬ 
night, and booked it into the 
Chicago Coliseum. 

“And that was the 
start of roller derby,” 
says the creator’s son, 



current Roller Derby Com¬ 
missioner Jerry Seltzer, 

81. 

“It was an entertain¬ 
ment sport, it was very 
popular and we had thou¬ 
sands of people 
watching.” 

The rules developed 
over the years are that a 
player from each team, 
called the jammer, marked 
with a star on their helmet, 
races behind the rest of the 
skaters who travel in a tight 
formation called a pack. 

Both jammers must find 
their way through the pack be¬ 
fore racing around the track 
again and lapping each 
skater. 

For each player on the oppos¬ 
ing team they pass, they score 
a point, and the player through 
the pack first has the ability to 
call off play at any moment. 

With half the skaters trying 
to help their jammer, and the 
other half trying to hinder, it 
is a fast-paced full contact 
game - popular with 
spectators. 

Loretta Behrens, who 
dropped out of school at 16 to 
become a professional skater, 


toured with the 
Chicago Western¬ 
ers playing in 
packed out venues 
such as the Cow 
Palace and Chicago 
Coliseum in the 
1950s to crowds of 
up to 30,000. 

Now 81 and still a 
keen follower of the 
sport, she says: “I can’t believe 
how fast it’s taking off across 
the country and across the 
world. It wasn’t a job, it was a 
livelihood. You ate, slept and 
drank with your team-mates. 
We were a big family.” 

Today, teams in the south¬ 
west are still fairly sparse, 
with Croydon Roller Derby the 
only modern-day flat track 
league in south London. 

The league has grown con¬ 
siderably in recent years and 
now has enough roller derby- 
hungry recruits that it now 
boasts two teams. 

Former professional 
Behrens, who lives in Grayson, 
Georgia, says: “I’m happy to 
see the way it’s growing and 
Jerry is happy to see that it’s 
still here.

Older properties get an 
early Help-to-Buy boost 


Government 


brings forward second part of housing scheme

Local estate agents have given a 
cautious welcome to the government’s 
decision to extend the Help to Buy 
Scheme to older properties three 
months earlier than planned, writes 
Beverley Morrison. 

While they acknowledge it will give 
the market a welcome boost by 
allowing more people to access better 
rate mortgages with just a five per 
cent deposit, many are concerned it 
might lead to a price “bubble” in the 
south east. 

"The news that the government has 
brought forward the second phase of 
Help to Buy is encouraging and will, 
no doubt, lead to many more people 
being able to realise their dreams of 
home ownership,” said Sam Mitchell, 
regional managing director for Your 
Move estate and letting agents. 

“The concern, however, is that there 


is a desperate need for more 
affordable houses to be built, and the 
danger is that lack of supply could 
lead to house price increases in the 
next year.” 

The first phase of Help to Buy, which 
launched in April, enabled 
homebuyers to buy new-build 
properties up to £600,000 with a five 
per cent deposit, thanks to a 20 per 
cent top-up Government equity loan. 

Now Help to Buy is being extended 
to cover the purchase of second-hand 
properties up to £600,000 too. 

In this second phase, which was due 
to be launched in January, the 
government is encouraging lenders to 
offer more 95 per cent mortgages with 
guarantees. 

In other words, if a borrower 
defaults, the government will cover a 
share of any losses incurred by the 
lender. 

So far Halifax, RBS and Nat West 
have signed up to the scheme. 


Applications for the loans will be 
accepted from this week, but the 
money will not be paid out until 
January 1. 

Prime minister David Cameron 
believes Help to Buy will assist 
many more people onto the property 
ladder. 

However, Your Move’s Sam Mitchell 
cautions: “While confidence and 
activity in the market is growing, it 
remains the responsibility of 
government to allow more house 
building to take place.” 

This sentiment is echoed by The 
Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveryors (RICS), who also added 
that some “speed bumps” might be 
needed to curb any excessive house 
inflation. 

However, Jeremy Blackburn, head of 
policy at RICS, conceded: “The range 
of measures announced under the 
Help to Buy scheme to kick start the 
housing market were much needed.”

Milestones in life are marked by a 
change of car, according to the 
views of at least eighty per cent of 
AA members. 

From the car that gently drives 
the parents' first-born from the 
maternity ward, to the hearse that 
transports the body to the 
funeral, the car is often a signpost 
that marks key milestones in the 
wheel of life. 

• 26 per cent of AA members 
have or would change their car 
because of a new job, 21 per cent 
because of retirement.
